It is well, perhaps, that we should 
look around us, and calculate where the 
magician’s wand will effect the 
most radical change. Atlanta, Ma- 
con, Savannah and Brunswick 
are the points toward which 
we most naturally turn, for through 
at least three of these cities the great 
food stream from the world’s granary, 
will shortly surge. The channel is cut; 
the locks are in order. Only a touch of 
the master hand is wanted to start the 
flow, and while we await the approach of

' this master, whose footsteps even now 


echo across the hills, let us, leaving all 
other points for future scrutiny, look 
‘about us, and see wherein we possess fa- 
cilities fora double trade. Let us mar- 
shal our assets—we of Macon. 

What are the elementsof our strength? 

‘Macon is essentially a cotton city. Its 
very foundation is the cotton trade—the 
cotton business. Take that away, and 
the vast business centers, magnificent 
colleges, and palatial residences would 
melt away as “the baseless fabric of a 
dream.” Ours is the only city inthe 
state dependent entirely upon its cotton 
trade for support. Columbus and Au- 
gusta are strengthened by their manu- 
factories, Savannah by her shipping and 
Atlanta by a dozen independent enter- 
prises. The loss of their cotton trade— 
and by this we mean the actual handling 
and shipping of cotton—would not 
necessarily be fatal to them, but turn 
thirty thousand of Macon’s cotton into 
another channel, and she is ruined, for 


‘the history of the cotton business has 


been, that the bale is sold where the 
supplies are bought. Therefore, . the 
great element of our strength is cotton. 
To retain this cotton the city must retain 
the trade of central Georgia, and to retain 
this trade she is dependent upon her 
western freight lines. We had it in our 
power to become a manufacturing or a 
trading center. Wechose the latter; our 
business men are but factors, standing be- 
tween the west and south. But can this 
last? It cannot. The growth of neigh- 
boring towns has cut off our cotton re- 
ceipts 12,000 bales in ten years. It will 
continue to cut it off, and what is now 
but a matter of surprise with us, will be- 
come a distress, unless we continue to 
reach out and strengthen ourselves by 
manu facturies. 

The wholesale trade is safe. The rail 
road connections and our geographical 
position assure us of that, but the retail 
trade, and by that we meah the trade of 
the country for thirty miles around, will 
suffer unless cotton manufactories spring 
up. Every way station is now a cotton 
market. The city must become the pro- 
ducer of cotton goods, or have its territo- 
ry drained to its very gate. 

We did not intend touching on this 
question; but while we are upon it let us 

‘finish it. These are but words of warn- 
ing; the danger has not yet been felt. 
Macon has reached the very acme of her 


" prosperity; every industry is flourishing, 


because her wholesale and retail trade 
are balanced. Increase one at the ex- 
pense of the other, and Rachel weeping 
for her children would aptly illustrate 
the result.
